

On May 21 Ilaily Kanins Form published a table showing the positions of all Ameriean-bred horses that 
had won or been planed in races in England from the beginning of Hat racing at Lincoln in March to May 
9. The death of King Edward brought about a cessation of racing for close to three weeks in May. The 
table here presented gives the plaeings of American horses from the resumption of racing up to and inclttd 
ing that of July S at LingHcld and Haydock Dark. Horses in the possession of English owners, as well as 
those in American ownership, arc included. In all. the showing is one creditable to our thoroughbreds and 
includes the winning of some important events. Similar tables will lie published from time to time as the 
English racing season progresses.

HILDRETH’S THREE-YEAR-OLD SETS SEAL 
UPON HIS FAME AT YONKERS. 



Wins the Empire City Handicap Under Circumstances 
That Stamp Him a High-Class Colt — Inci- 
dentally Reduces Track Record. 



New York, July 23. — S. C. Hildreth's Dalmatian 
proved himself the greatest three-year-old of 1910 
when in winning tin- Empire City Handicap today- 
lie rati a mile and an eighth in 1:51, which estab- 
lished a new track record. His race was remark- 
able from the fact that, giving away great lumps 
of weight, lie was pinched off sitortly after the 
start to a bad last through the lmekstreteh. and 
then was repeatedly eut off when Archibald tried to 
force him through on tile rail. He made his win- 
ning run on the stretch turn, where In- circled the 
leaders to win going away ami easily by almost 
three lengths. Mr. Hildreth added Hampton Court 
as his running mate and Fitz Herbert was with- 
drawn. Hampton Court, though he was never the 
actual leader, forced a fast pace, the first five- 
eigliths being run in 59$. At tile end Stanley Fay- 
saved tlie place from Hanltridge. which had been 
showing tlie way in the early stages. 

The Wakefield Stakes, for two-year-olds, resulted 
in a great surprise when Pharoali, comparatively un- 
known and tlie longest priced one in tlie field, lasted 
to nose out Amalfi and Danger Mark. 

Rose Queen was winner of the sprint handicap, 
in which she ran a greatly improved race over her 
regent effort. The ran* for gentlemen riders went to 
Faultless, ridden by E. C. Cowdin. Jr. This one 
was tin* outsider of tin- field, with plenty of 20 to 1 
offered against her chances. Timer Barrettd only- 
look the time for a mile in this race. 

After Hcctagon had been lieaten in the opening 
rai-e lie was claimed liy Thomas Newton for $9<X>. 
in tin- last race, which went to Noon, Gliding Belle 
was held at the post with a twitch and when the 
barrier was released she went into the air and lost 
all 4-hanee.

Camden Handicap for 1911 Attracts 31 Entries — 
218 Nominations for Breeders’ Futurity, 



Lexington, Ky., July 23. — The Camden Handicap, 
at one tulle and a quarter, for three-year-olds and 
upward, witli SI. otto added and a silver cup valued 
at $250 to In- piesented to tlie owner of tin* winner, 
to Ik* run during tlie 1911 spring meeting of tlie 
Kentucky Association, received 31 entries at tlie 
closing, July 1. It is to be reopened Novemlier 1. 
shen Secretary G. I>. Wilson says he expects tlie 
11 umbel- to Ik* doubled. These have been entered: 
Round tlie World. Governor Gray. Leopold. The 
Royal Prince, Talioe, Cisko. Jack Denman. Oracle,

entries a payment of $10 was required and $20 will 
Ik* exacted tor each of those coming in November 1. 
For those left in after January 1 next a further 
payment of $2d each will Ik* required and starters 
will pay $75 additional. The weights are to lie an- 
nounced April 15 next. 

In addition to tlie Camden Handicap, two im- 
portant stakes will Ik* decided at tlie local minting 
l.ext spring — the Breeders’ Futurity, for two-year- 
olds, at half a mile, and tlie Blue Grass Stakes, for 
tbree-jrpar olds, at one mile and an eighth. These 
stakes were closed last summer, at which time tlie 
Breeders’ Futurity received 272 nominations at $5 
each, of which 170 made tin* second payment of $10 
each January 1 last. The third payment of $25 will 
1 m* due January- 1 next and starters will pay $75 
each additional. It is estimated that this race will 
lie worth approximately $s.(NKt. The Blue Grass 
Stakes, like tie- Breeders' Futurity, is of tin- value 
of $1,500 added, anil it closed with S3 nominations 
at $10 each. The second payment of $15 eaeli will 
be due Novemlier 15. and tlie third payment of $25 
will conic March 1 next, witli an additional $100 
from eaeli of tin- starters, of the eligihles to this 
stake tlie following have won as two-year-olils this 
year: Governor Gray.

The Breeders’ Futurity for 1912. which closed 
with tin* Camden Handicap July 1. received 21S 
nominations at $5 each. The conditions for this 
race are somewhat different from those of next 
i pring’s Futurity. In tlie lirsl place tin- distance is 
to be four ami one-half furlongs. This change was 
made to avoid tin- necessity of starting a big field 
of youngsters on the narrow portion of the track at 
tlie half-mile ground, which is in dose proximity to 
the turn. Tin- race also carries two consolation 
purses of $5<M> ad.l'il by tin* Kentucky Association, 
for eligihles that are non-starters and non-money 
winners, one being for colts and the other for fillies 
mid geldings. In addition to 70 per cent, of the 
total value of the stakes, the winning liorse is to 
have a cup donated by C. L. Harrison, who won tlie 
first running of tin* Breeders' Futurity- last spring 
witli the giMMl filly. Housemaid. Tin* next payment 
to tills stake will lie $10 January 1. 1911. and the 
third will lie f 15 January 1. 1912. with $75 addi- 
tional from each of the starters. 

The largest nominator In tin* Breeders’ Futurity 
for 1912 Is Irving II. Wlieateroft. owner of tin* St. 
James Stud, lie names twenty sons and daughters 
of Cesar ion and Yorkshire Lad that are now running 
at tlie sides of flit* Ir dams on tlakwood l’arnt.

RACING VENTURE AT CHARLESTON. 



Modern Plant to be Erected at Cost of $250,000 for 
Meeting in 1911, 



Cincinnati, O.. July 23. — Advices from the south 
from an authoritative source tend to eliminate all 
doubt regarding tin* building of a race track in 
Charleston. S. C. Those having the project in contem- 
plation have purchased a large tract of land and will 
begin the preliminaries next week looking to tile 
erection of an up-to-date racing plant. That the 
truck is not to be of tin* slap-dash variety is evi- 
denced by tin* fact that the promoters of the venture 
have announced their intention of expending $259,<i90 
to make tin* plant complete in every detail. Be- 
sides a substantial grandstand, paddock and betting 
ring, accomodations for 1.999 horses will in* built. 
The stables will lie substantial and modern. Tin- 
track itself will be a regulation circular mile with 
a seven-eighths chute, also a three-eighths straight- 
away for two-year-olils. Tlie site oil which tin* track 
is to In* built will lie readily accesible from every 
part of the city and will be reached by two car 
lines operating to tin* grandstand. There will Ik* no 
undue haste to complete the track, the main aim 
being to have it thorough in detail. It is unlikely 
tliaf tin* builders will finish work on it until some 
time next February and. according to present ar- 
rangements. tin* inaugural meeting of 39 days will be 
held immediately following tin* close of tin* season 
at Jacksonville or maybe a little earlier. 

Tin* promoters have ample capital, are thoroughly 
responsible and have had plenty of experience in 
race track management. It will Ik* tin* aim of the 
management to give liberal purses, also a number of 
stakes, which will insure tin* presence of horses of 
giMMl calibre. Charleston enjoys advantages over other 
southern cilies from tin* fact that it is conveniently 
accessible to New York, while Savannah. Atlanta 
and Jacksonville arc nearby points that are counted 
uimn to contribute materially to tin* patronage. Till* 
betting laws of tin* state are not stringent — on tin* 
contrary flexible — and. as many local persons are in- 
terested in lln* proposed racing, there is little danger 
that there will lie any interference. Racing at 
Charleston is not an experiment, as tin* sport thrived 
in that quaint old city in tlie long ago and its main 
supporters were men of prominence, including some 
who helped to make American history. The last 
race meeting held in Charleston occurred during tin* 
exposition of 1900-01 . There was then 131 days of 
tin* sport under adverse conditions, due to poor 
management. The resuit of this meeting, however, 
is taken to indicate that under proper auspices there 
are great possibilities for racing in Charleston. 



HUGE SUCCESS AT WINDSOR 



MEETING THAT ECLIPSES ALL ITS PREDECES- 
SORS COMES TO A CLOSE. 



Additional Disciplinary Action Marks Final Day, 
Jockey Palms and Former Jockey 
Thompson Being Involved. 



Detroit. Mich.. July 23. — The best meeting ever 
held at the Windsor course came to a close with the 
running of today’s program. The crowds that have 
been turning out have lieen simply mnrvelous and 
SiK'culation has been keen during' the entire meeting, 
thirty-five bookmakers eut in this afternoon, repre- 
senting a record number tor Windsor. Judges I’rice 
ami Nelson have been active, and especially so dur- 
ing tlie last two days. 

Today's program was made up of the usual eight 
races with flic 1)., It. I. & Windsor Ferry Company 
Handicap as the feature. Heavy showers which 
set in just about the time the crowd hi-gau to come 
to tin* course made the going heavy. The rain had 
little effect on tin* attendance, which was large. 
Fortunately tin* sun eame out after the running of 
tlie second race and for tin* remainder of the after- 
noon clear skies prevailed. The change in the going 
resulted in numerous scratches, the fields being ma- 
terially reduced in a majority of instances. The 
stake race proved a good contest, tlie winner turn- 
ing up in Fort Johnson, which led his field through- 
out and beat the fast-closing S|>cllhoimd a length. 

Missive. Beau Chilton and Redwtne were successful 
as favorites. Redwinc was especially well siqqiort- 
ed, being hacked from 3 to 1 to even money. Palms’ 
pi rformance on Moncreif in this race resulted in his 
suspension. Moncreif broke well and showed good 
s|ieeil until rounding the far turn. Then when Red- 
wine passed him in- appeared to sulk. At all events, 
lie was beaten three lengths and when lie dismounted 
lie was called upon to explain his ride. Ills explana- 
tion was evidently unsatisfactory, as a ruling came 
shortly after which brought suspension to Palms 
pending further investigation of the race. 

Tin* judges issued another rilling during tlie aft- 
ernoon which liars ex-jockey Coley Thompson from 
the privileges of the Canadian tracks in ^future. 
Thompson is a docker and is said to have offered 
jockey Phil Mnsgrave $259 to win with Mill on the 
Floss yesterday. Mnsgrave at first denied tjiat he 
had lieen offered anything, lint afterward admitted 
that liis valet had told him when he was mounting 
the mare that he would get $200 If lie won. The 
valet claimed that Thompson induced him to offer 
the rider $250, hence the ruling. 

At tlie request of J. W. Schorr jockey Pease was 
given an opportunity of telling what he knew of the 
Caper Sauce-Mill on tlie Floss race. Pease admitted 
that he took back Caper Sauce in tlie early 
stages because some one told him that Mill on the 
Floss was staling off. but as be could give no ex- 
planation for his weak effort in the homestretch the 
ease remains as it was after yesterday’s ruling. 

Amos Turney has disposed of the contract lie held 
on jockey J. Deavenport to M. C. Pritchard. Tom 
Brown, who assisted starter Cassidy at Juarez last 
winter, will assist starter A. B. Dade when Edward 
TrilM* leaves for Denver.

GOSSIP FROM KENTUCKY SOURCES. 

Louisville. Ky.. July 23. — W. E. Bid well, secretary 
of the Kentucky State Racing Commission, reports 
that jockey D. Hall’s license has Itcen revoked by 
that hotly owing to a susiiension hanging over him 
due to a ruling made on a California track of which 
the commission was ignorant when it issued him the 
license under which he rode at Latonia. 

Last Saturday at Lexington the commission, hav- 
ing come into evidence of Hall's turf standing in 
California, ordered the rider’s license revoked until 
lie is again in good standing with the California 
Jockey Club. Secretary Bidwell lias notified the 
Canadian tracks of the commission's action in the 
■ase of Hall. The jockey is supposed to have gone 
north when Latonia closed. 

G. W. J. Bissell, over whose stable trainer Wayne 
Lewis presides, will ship to Mexico this year when 
fall raring in Kentucky ceases, Mr. Bisseil probably 
v ill buy several yearling colts to add to bis string 
now in charge of trainer Lewis at the local track, 
lie lias only four of his own breeding and they are 
all fillies by an untried horse. II. P. Headley iias a 
.Marling by Ornament that the Pittsburg turfman 
ind bis trainer think will make a useful colt, but 
tlie Kentucky breeder wants $1,500 for the young- 
ster. which they consider a tilt high. 

A turfman from Lexington brings the information 
that J. N. Camden lias sent all his yearlings to the 
Kentucky Association track to is* broken, and that 
the colored trainer. Will Overton, now lias the big 
hunch in charge. There are thirty colts and fillies 
in the collect ion and breeder Camden regards them 
as the hot band lie lias yet raised at Hartland Stud. 

Some of them will lx- sold during the coming fall, 
but enough will 1 m- retained to make the two-year-old 
division of Mr. Camden’s stable in 1911 the most 
pretentious lie lias yet sent to the races. Mr. Cam- 
den has set his heart on winning a Breeders' Futur- 
ity with one of his llartland Stud-bred youngsters. 

Reports from Tennessee are to the effect that 
jockey George Glasner, who laid unconscious for so 
long in the Covington hospital, after Tritoma fell at 
Latonia with him. lias improved greatly physically, 
but that his mind is sadly impaired. The informa- 
tion is to the effect that Glasner will never ride an- 
other race, lie is said to 1«- well fixed financially, a 
fact that liis most intimate friends were not aware 
of. lie seems to have had a prosperous season last 
winter in Florida. 

Harry Carr, who acted last wiuter as track suiH-r- 
intendeiit at Juarez, Mexico, is very sick at li is 
home near Churchill Downs with lung trouble and 
his condition is giving li is friends nnn-li concern. 

Trainer Will Grater lias reached Churchill Downs 
from Latonia with Lcxolinc and Robert Powell. Tin- 
latter has completely recovered from his fall during 
tin- recent Latonia meeting and Grater lias him tak 
ing slow work right now. while Lcxoline never 
looked better. Mr. Grater extieets to shortly buy a 
couple of yearling colts. Walter Grater lias written 
tiis brother that lie will ship Golden Egg from Lex- 
ington to Saratoga next week. 

Tin- racing stable of the Louisville turfman. W. 
F. Sehulte, which has been in the east sine*- tin- 
Aqueduct meeting opened last spring, will return 
west for the fall meeting at Churchill Downs. 
Trainer Brooks is likely, it is understood, to skip t.i 
Churchill Downs at the conclusion of the Empire 
City meeting and rest until the next fall racing 
here, instead of going on t<> Saratoga when Empirc 
t'ity closes. Gliding Belle was some time ago blis- 
tered for a bowed tendon in her left foreleg, but the 
injury seems to have readily yielded to the veter- 
inarian's treatment, as slu- won a race at Empire 
City a few days ago.

GOLDEN AGE OF PLUNGERS. 

Some Anecdotes of Race-Track Betting on the Eng- 
lish Turf in Days Long Gone. 

In these days when you hear of a tnnn making 
a bet of $1‘ l>,*w Ml on a liorse race v«mi are ant to 
throw up your hands in surprise, but there were 
times, especially in connection with the English 
turf, when sin-h a wager would be considered mere 
child’s play and unworthy of notice, savs the Sun. 
The ‘60s, and perhaps for 11 generation earlier, might 
lie characterized ns the golden age of the plungers, 
for a string of tiets is on record for that period 
which completely dwarfs anything since or before. 
Those were the days of the (Marquis of Hastings 
and the Duke of Hamilton, while somewhat earlier 
were the Earl of Glasgow, the Marquis of Exeter. 
I*eviathnn Davies, Lord George Rcntinck and several 
others. Of this brigade of reckless plungers ml 
donbtertly t Do most remarkable character was the 
Marquis of Hastings, whose short life was one con- 
tinuous romance of the maddest plunging. It could 
be said of him flint be was a lioni plunger, for lie 
N't no event of note pass without wagering on it. 

When he was nliotit Iwcnty-fivc years of age and 
at the heyday of his career he owned a crack two- 
year-old filly named Lady Elizabeth, a ml she was 
nominated for all the big three-ycar-ohl fixtures, 
r or the first few times she carried silk the fillv was 
fairly successful and the marquis thought ho saw in 
her a chance to retrieve his waning fortune. The 
climax of her two-year-old season came in the Mid- 
dle l’ark Plate. Then, as now. the race was con- 
sidered tlie two-year-old Derby trial. Lailv Eliza 
both was a splendid aulnial to tlie eve. ami for tin- 
test lu-r trainer had her In Ihe ls-st possible fettle, 
and at the same time he Informed tlie owner that 
she was a sure winner, and. acting on the advice, 
he harked her for the sum of $250,000. 

As the horses went to the |xist the owner of Lailv 
Elizabeth was sitting with Maria Marchioness of 
Alleshnry in her carriage, and he watched every 
move of the horses through a field glass. The horses 
were a long way off. but very earlv In the frav tin- 
keen eye of the marquis saw that Lady Elizabeth 
Intd not the ghost of a chance, but. being one of the 
best losers, he never quailed. Only as the horses 
flashed past the post he was a trifle pale, lint his 
mouth was set and his eyes glared. Then the mar- 
chioness. noticing his pallor and being a woman of 
quirk perception and at file same time resourceful, 
offered tlie marqnis her betting book and asked him 
*.« calculate how much she had lost. He did some 
figuring and. returning the lxiok in the coolest and 
politest manner, informed her that she had lost 
about $125. It was a most clever Interruption, exe- 
cuted for the purpose of distracting the thoughts of 
Die marquis for the time lx-ing from his disaster, 
and yet the marchioness only gm-ssed that he must 
have had a heavy bet on the race. 

Ill her three-year old year Lady Elizabeth gave 
promise that she might land the Derby, for in the 
enrl.v spring races she showed high-class form. Her 
most dangerous opponent was Hermit, which be- 
longed to a wealthy man named Chaplin. who was 
at the time engaged to marry the Marchioness of 
Ailesbury. This state of affairs involved a romaiict 
—Die marchioness - was madly in love with tin 
Marquis of Hastings, and it was an open secret 
that lie had the highest regard for her. However, 
the Derby came around and some enormous Iw-tting 
was recorded. The marquis took one last chain-* 
and_ he backed Lady Elizabeth to the amount <>l 
$555,000. hut he was doomed once more to disap- 
pointment. fur Hermit won the inneh-eoveted rae* 
and his owner gathered |n the handsome sum of 
$700,000. which is probably tlie biggest aunanit 
ever won by one man over the race. The marchion- 
ess never became the wife of Chaplin. for she eloped 
with the marquis and married him and shared some 
of the misfortunes which befell him later on. 

Over this same race *>f Hermit there was a still 
more tragic episode. William, the third Duke *>[ 
Hamilton, being the chief actor. People went mad 
over the chances of Hermit, and especially when it 
was reported that he had burst a blood vessel. All 

sorts of bets were laid agaipst him and the wildest 

sort of plunging was done over what he might do 
the race. His trainer was the famous Captain 

Mackcll. the very keeuest judge of horses, anil, of 

course, he knew -Whether the bursting of the blood 
vessel affected the horse’s chances. One night about 
a couple of weeks before the race Alachcll walked 
into Long’s Hotel, where there was some brisk 
betting going on. No matter what size bet a man 
wanted to make he could always And a taker at 
Longs, for it was a plungers’ resort. 

On this occasion they were laying 20 to 1 against 
Hermit and before he was long in the house Machcll 
bad covered bets which would bring him $225,000. 
He put up his money so freely that a few of the 
wiser division lieg.in to think the trainer bad a good 
thing, kilowing, of course, what Hermit could do. 
so naturally after a little while there came a lull 
in the anxiety to lay odds against Hermit. Then 
it was Machell’s turn to create a surprise, and lie 
did it when in a loud voice lie announced that lie 
stood ready to take $100,000 to $5,000 about the 
horse and in a very short time the money was 
covered. Just at that moment* in walked the Duke 
of Hamilton and he was immediately told about 
the betting and be was aflame in a minute for a 
plunge, but wlieu a few of his retainers who were 
there wanted t*> give liltn the exact figures he waved 
them aside, saving that the sums were not worth 
talking about. 

At the same instant he walked over to where 
Captain Machcll was standing, and. drawing himself 
up to his fullest height, said he would lav $150,000 
to $5,000 against Hermit — that he would do so once, 
twice, three times, four times, five times and six 
times. It was as if a thunderbolt had fallen, and 
then everyone present looked toward Alarchell and. 
after a few moments’ pause, he quietly but firmly 
informed the duke that be would take the full 
amount— that is. $900,000 to $30,000. The end <>f 
this Wager was rather tame. f**r later in the even- 
ing the duke offered a nice sum to have the bet 
canceled. Imf Machcll refused. Next day. however, 
he took a different view of the situation, for he 
declared the bet off altogether. 

A generation earlier George, fourth earl of Glas- 
gow. flourished, and though he was a notorious 
plunger he was the worst kind of a loser and a 
testy sort of a sportsman at the best. He did some 
heavy betting over the St. Ix-ger in 1824. and after 
he balanced up his accounts hi- found that he was a 
winner to the amount of $85,000. but he lost $1.35. 
IKN> over the Derby in 1827. when lip laid long iwbls 
against the winner. .Mameluke. There is a story told 
of Is*rd Glasgow having jumped up on the table at 
tlie Star Hotel. Doncaster, the night before the 
St. Legor of 1823 and offering 25 to 1 against Rru- 
taiidorf in thousands. John Gully getting a big 
slice <>f the imIiIs on the s|>ot. 

Some years later Lord Glasgow and Lord George 
Bentinek were constant opponents in the plunging 
line. Whenever the least opportunity arose they 
wagered against each other. laird Bentinek had a 
horse named Gaper in tin- Derby of 184.3. and tin- 
night before the race In- strolled into Coekford’s to 
make a few wagers. Coekford’s was in St. James 
street and ill those days was Die great haunt of 
the plungers. laird Glasgow, who happened to be 
there, said he was willing to lay £ 90.0) Ift— some- 
thing jike $450.000 — at <ulds of 3 to 1 against Gaper. 
The size of the la-t staggered Lord Ben Duck ami 
for once in his life be had to take water by admit- 
ting that tin- sum was a little larger than be ex- 
pected. 

Tlie second Marquis of Exeter was another of tin- 
big turfmen who liked to do some plunging occa- 
sionally. and lit- did it in tin- most off hand manner. 
Dm- day at Newmarket In* walked iip t<* the betting 
ring and asked for Mr. Davies. He meant Leviathan 
Davies, a bookmaker who at the time handled the 
biggest b*-ts <01 the lurf and was well known to all 
tin- nobb-men. On Davies making his appearance 
Exeter asked hint how much lie would lav against 
his liorse. which happened to l>c running in one of 
the races. Davies told bis lordship $50,006 to 
$15,000, and the figures being satisfactory Die 
bookmaker was told to jot them down, after which 
Exeter strolled away to the paddock. 

The advent of Davies as a IxMikmaker occurred 
lu a most peculiar way. He was a carpenter by 
trade, and when a young man was sent to New- 
market to do some work around the stables. There 
was a meeting under way, and on the advice of 
some stable, hands lie mail*- a few small bets, which 
were successful. Another acquaintance which lie 
made around the stable advised him to back 

Attila for the Derby of the following year. At 
that time the liorse was not even mentioned for the 
classic, and in the winter l**»*ks Davies got loo to 
1 against tin- $5 which in- invested. Attila won. 
anil the money, along with other small wagers 
which Davies made «>n tlie liorse. tempted him to 
give up work and take to lxinkinaking. That lie 

was a success can be gleaned from the fact that 

when he was thirty years of age In- was worth 

$700.0011. One of his biggest' losses while in bust 
ness was over West Australian’s Derby, when he 
dropped $600.1100. Imt that same year he won $250. 
tit H 1 on the t'amhridgeshjrc and Cesarewiteii. 

One of tin- most peculiar instances of plunging 
occurred on*-e at Tilt torsatjs to Fry. the bookmaker. 
A .soim-wliat sei-dv -looking stranger presented him 
self at the lx ix and asked for the price against Com 
111011 f**r the St. Leger. Fry. not being impressed 
with the stranger's looks, answered 2 to 1 sharply, 
and the new investor was furtln-r informed that lie 
would have to put up cash or get a reforeucc. 
Thereupon the stranger coolly t*x*k out a greasy 
old wallet, and from it extracted five Bank of Eng- 
land notes, each- Xur $5.00(6 and laid them in front 
of the bookmaker. Fry was so surprised that he 
nearly fell off his chair. Common won. and the 
shabby person sauntered back • -nt *>f the crowd to 
collect the equivalent <>f $75,000. Fry bad to give 
him an open cheek and a letter to his banker, as 
the stranger refusal to tell bis name.

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SOME MEN’S LUCK WITH BETS. 



Winning Tins on the Races Handed Out Under Un- 
usual Circumstances — Revenge Scheme Fails. 

“Fate plays some funny pranks.” said the old 
sport iu an armchair at the Hoffman House one 
evening recently, "but I never saw it illustrated bet- 
ter than iu the late ’70s when 1 was doing the west- 
ern racing circuits with a couple of smart trotters, a 
quarter horse of more than ordinary quality and a 
simon pure thoroughbred that could run heats at 
a mile, two miles or even four miles if there was 
money in sight. 

“We had been through Michigan and had won 
some |»rett> good bets on one of our trotters and 
wheu we camped at Cleveland we thought that Ohio 
would la* as kind as Michigan, as our horses were 
all ready and they were better than they had shown 
at Detroit and Jackson. Among the first men we 
met in Cleveland was a friend of John I). Rocke- 
feller’s who was smooth enough for Hash company 
on any track when it came to getting the money. 

“He was one of those who had l>een persuaded 
that there would Ik* dividends in the petroleum busi- 
ness. and all the money he made in the livery stable 
game lie put into the enterprise Rockefeller and his 
associates hail just formed. He had a few pretty 
good horses at his stable in town and he conducted 
at the track a hoarding kitchen, where a majority 
or the help employed by the various trainers were 
fed. We hadn’t known him more than twenty-four 
hours before he was urging my partner and myself 
to eonte around and drive some of his horses when- 
ever we wanted to go to Glenvllle. 

“ ’They’re simply eating their heads off, and it 
costs money to litre men to exercise them,’ was the 
way he put it. 

"So we drove them the two weeks we were there. 
We won some races and the stable keeper was in on 
everything we had. When it came time to pack up 
and depart for Buffalo and the east we were handed 
a bill that made us sit up and take notice. We 
had been charged more than the usual fee every- 
thin* we drove one of the horses, and if we had fed 
our men downtown at one of the fashionable places 
we couldn’t have been set back much more. I was 
particularly hot under the collar and carried the hill 
to the old fellow. 

" ’How altout this bill ?’ I demanded. 

. “ ’Why, it’s all right, isn’t it V’ was his reply 
after scanning it through ids glasses lirst and then 
scrutinizing me over the top of them. 

"I gulped down my wrath, but then and there 
made a mental vow to square things sooner or later. 
Well, Buffalo passed, and we skinned over to Sara- 
toga to take part in an engagement in which our 
thoroughbred was entered. There was an old trot- 
ting horse acquaintance of mine who hunted me up 
soon after my arrival and eagerly sought my opinion 
of the races. I was playing mighty lucky, and a 
few days afterward when a particularly good thing 
at long odds had won my acquaintance remarked : 

" ’Old Tom must lie a pretty good winner on all 
tlie good things I’ve sent him since you came to 
town.’ 

" ‘Old Tom. What old Tom?’ 1 asked, smelling 
a mouse at once, for my man was from Cleveland 
also. 

" ‘Why. Old Tom ’ remarked the trotting horse 

driver. 

"it was my dear old friend the livery man, all 
right, and 1 had hard work to keep from laughing 
iu Ills face. It was so easy to see what was going 
to happen to Old Tom. I thought that the fates 
were very kind to me the very next day when my 
acquaintance said lie had to go up the state for a 
couple of days and would I send a few good things 
to Cleveland in his name’: 

“Would IV 1 would lie delighted and I set my 
plans to make Old Tom squirm. There was a heat 
race on for the next day and when the entries came 
out I began operations. 

"There was a cipher code that would suit any 
requirements and I doped out the information that 
there wns going to in* something doing in tills event 
and that I would wire him bets that night. On 
paper it looked like a cinch for a real smart horse 
called Mecca, but about ten o’clock 1 wired my man 
that the race had lieen fixed for Big Sandy and for 
him to put down a chunk of money on that horse. 
Early next morning 1 made it stronger, and just 
before the horses went to the post I shot another 
tip to him saying that it was as good as in. 

"Well. Mecca won tile first heat in a walk, and 
having started a reilhot favorite the odds shortened 
up for fair. Old Tom was in the poolroom at Cleve- 
land and he wired me anxiously saying that the 
race looked queer to him considering my informa- 
tion. I sent another hot line saying never to stop, 
and what do you think happened V Nothing but this: 
Mecca broke down and Big Sandy won the heat in 
a trot, as our English cousins would say. 

“He won the next heat, too. and I was mad 
enough to bile a nail in two. Here was my man 
delivered into my hands with the conditions made 
to order, and in steps fate and upsets my game! 

“Some men are born to have money, and Old Tom 
was one of them. I gave up trying to square ac- 
counts with him after that. To this day my trot- 
ting horse acquaintances regard my picking of Big 
Bandy as the crowning effort of my tipping career, 
old Tom is dead long since and perhaps the other 
men will learn the truth some time.” 

"That reminds me of something that happened to 
Dave I’ulsifer at old Monmouth Dark twenty years 
ago.” remarked a listener. “There was an awful 
Imre who annoyed I’ulsifer. 

"Dave was having a big run of luck aliout that 
time, winning race after race with Rapine, (Irimaldi 
and other horses in his stable. These horses were 
much better than people generally siippos<*d ami 
they were rdden by an unfashionable jockey named 
iioodale. 

“Tills fellow I’m speaking aliout met Dave one 
day through a friend and for a long time he bothered 
him very much. Every day found the Imre waiting 
to have his card marked, and finally I’ulsifer de- 
termined to stop the nuisance. Accordingly lie put 
a cross opposite the name of a filly named Lacka- 
wanna and told the matt that she could not lose 
end to play her to the limit. 

"in tlie race in question Pnlsifer liet n couple of 
thousand on tin* favorite and lie was talking with his 
trainer. Donovan, at tlie conclusion of tlie race when 
lie was almost knocked down by tlie bore, whose 
hands were full of winning tickets on Isickawanna. 
whose number was being hoisted on the winning 
)>oard. 

’* ’(»h, thank you, thank you. Mr. Pnlsifer. I got 
AO to 1 and I’ve won $6,000 on your tip.’ he gasped. 

“Pnlsifer was having Ids customary dry smoke, 
and he almost swallowed tlie cigar, but he finally 
managed to say something about lieing damned if 
lie ever saw such luck. 1 guess that was another 
ease of fate.” 

••The best hunch in tlie world,” broke in another 
listener, "is when you want to call a bet off and 
the layer refuses to shift it to another horse. That’s 
the time you want to go the limit on your original 
horse, for" in nine out of ten instances the horse you 
bet on originally wins. 

"it’s a sign of weakness when anylmdy can come 
along with a story of fast work or feed Imx informs 
lion and shift you. I’ve seen it work out more 
limes than 1 can tell. Of course tlie re are exceptions 
to the rule, such as a horse lieing lame or coughing 
or something like that, but in tlie main your first 
choice is right. When Mr. Layer gets a grouch and 
doesn't want to take it off. pass on to the next 
fellow where your credit is good and paste hint one 
on the eye for luck.” 

"The way to beat the races, in my opinion.” coin 
ntented a quiet-looking man who had paid close at- 
tention to all that had been said, “is to employ the 
tactics of the wife of a friend of mine. She goes 
to the races but seldom, just often enough to kec| 
up her interest in the game, and she always sayi 
that tin* combination of horses, music and tlie crowd 
was what won her allegiance, though, of course, tin 
zest of winning an occasional wager was not a detri 
iueiit hv auy means. 

•Til never forget her first wager. It was in tin 
•tl<»s and 1 had a position at the track that paid nu 
well. One day as I was preparing to leave for the 
course mv wife handed me a twenty -dollar bill, 
saving that our friend had left It mar morning with 
instructions to put it on a horse called FInrved in 
the I.awnview Handicap that afternoon at Graves- 
end. 

“I laughed at this, for Harved had only got out 
of the maiden class tlie week before and his oppo- 
nents in the I.awnview were two such splendid per- 
formers as Richmond, owned by tlie Dwyers, and 
Favor, front the barn of Green B. Morris. I wanted 
my wife to keep the money and return it, but she 
demurred and I took it and started for tlie track. 

"The commission was about forgotten and I was 
coming out of tin* paddock when Charlie Reed, the 
philosopher of the turf, happened along. 1 told the 
old gentleman of the twenty dollars and remarked 
that it would lie a lot of fun to hand it back to 
her tin* next day. Taking me by tin* arm the old 
man raid gravely: 

“ \Souny. if somebody gives yon money to bet on 
a bay ox beating the best thoroughbred in the world 
put the money on the bay ox.’ I started for tlie 
ring on the run and found fib to 1 and Sol gave me 
a ticket reading ‘$1,200 to $20 Harved.’ There were 
1ml three starters. McLaughlin on IUelimoiid. Fitzpat- 
rick on Favor and a midget named Osier on Harved. 
It was conceded that the race would he good and very 
close, as Richmond and Favor, both four-year-olds, 
were very evenly matched and they had the hest 
riders iu America at that time on their hacks. 

“When Caldwell dropped the flag Fitz and Jimmy 
rode knee to knee, watching each other intently. 
Fitz had waiting orders and McLaughlin refused to 
make pace. Osier accordingly shut to the front 
with the featherweiglited Harved. and going up the 
Imekstretoli lie was a dozen lengths in the lead. 
The others realized at the end of the stretch that 
tlie lender wasn’t coming hack appreciably and they 
eet sail. 

“It was a breakneck pace around the upper turn 
through the stretch, and Favor stopped first. 



Richmond, tinder the lash, wore down TTarved’s lend 
inch by inch, hut the distance to he overcome was 
too great and Harved won by a neck amidst the 
wildest excitement. 

“The blunder on the part of the crack jockeys had 
made the outsider win. 1 was In a daze and a cold 
chill ran tip and down my spine wheu 1 realized the 
close call I had had. The soundness off Charlie 
Reid’s advice came home to me with convincing force 
as 1 tucked away $1,231) in my trousers iss-ket. 

“That evening when the lady and her husband 
called and 1 hail counted her winnings into her lap, 
1 said: 

“ ’Now that it's all over, tell us how you doped 
it out.’ 

“ ’Why, I dreamed that he won. 1 heard shouting, 
saw the populace much excited and distinctly heard 
the cry ’Harved.’ or as I thought. ’Harvard wins.’ 
hut upon looking at the entries 1 saw that the horse's 
name was Harved. That’s all.’ ” — New York Sun. 

EPSOM DERBY JOKES AND RINGERS. 



Something of the Freaks That Have Run in the 
Greatest Race in History. 

As a high-class turf event the English Derby is 
admittedly without a peer, and yet this aristocratic 
environment has failed to save it entirely from the 
ranks of the practical jokers and other fakers of 
the equine world. At various times some grotesque 
Specimens of the racing animal have been seen 
carrying silk at Epsom, otten in the way of a Joke, 
or at other times because the owner wanted to win 
a bet. or perhaps boast that he once hud a Derby 
candidate. 

Others who have entered horses are those with 
some theory to demonstrate, or lteeause they wanted 
to bring some fad to public notice. One of the 
most recent steeds with the theory object iu view 
was Azote, one of the starters two years ago. This 
horse was fed entirely on milk, the theory among 
those who entered him being that he would do as 
well as the high-mettled tliree-year-old fed accord- 
ing to the newest training method. Whether Azote 
would have done better had he had enough oats Is 
not known, hut he was two hundred yards liehiud 
when the winner was shooting by the judges’ box. 

One of tin* most famous joke horses that ever 
went to the post for the race was Cockney Boy, 
which tried his speed In LS70. Not alone was the 
horse lacking in anything at all like speed, hut his 
appearance was still worse. He was a most ordinary* 
looking creature, and when lie appeared in the pad- 
dock people nearly fell over each other witli laughter 
at the sight of the queer-looking aspirant for blue 
ribbon honors. The commotion caused by tlie looks 
of Cockney Boy in the enclosure was nothing to what 
happened when lie paraded with the horses before 
the grandstand. Then the railhirds and other sharps 
got a look at hint and the jeering and shouts of de 
risiott alKint him could be plainly heard at the other 
tide of the course. 

When they cantered to the starting post the cry 
of “cat’s meat, cat’s meat, cat’s meat” was raised, 
but this did not prevent Cockney Boy from breaking 
away with the others when the Hag fell. He stayed 
with the crowd for a stride or two. when he gradu- 
ally fell to the rear, and when Kingcraft, the win- 
ner. was at the finish. Cockney Boy was fully half 
a mile away and running at his best. Kingcraft was 
a 2<» to 1 shot, while Palmerston, the second, was 
10 to 1. 

It was notable that in the same race Muster, 
owned by Lord Wilton, was such a rank outsider that 
T>0 to 1 could he obtained aliout him for the place, 
yet Palmerston only lK*at him a neck. Macgregor 
was the favorite anil he was no bettor than fourth. 
After tlie horses returned to the paddock Cockney 
Boy’s owner came in for a lot of chaff, and a friend 
nf his who was painfully shocked at the exhibition 
made by the horse said: “What on earth made you 
start such a wretch?” “Well, why shouldn't I?” 
growled the owner. “The horse has got four legs, 
a head and a tail, hasn’t he, and how the blazes was 
I to know lie wasn’t as good as the others till I 
ran him?” 

Fourteen years later. In 1884, there was another 
famous joke horse known as the Hopeful Dutchman. 
That occasion was made memorable liy the historic 
duel between Harvester and St. Gatien. when the 
eagle eye of the judge failed to find advantage for 
either horse and it was returned a dead heat, the 
stake being divided. Harvester was at a trifle 
shorter figure in tin* lietting. while tlie favorite was 
Queen Adelaide, her starting price being .1 to 2. 
She was two lengths behind the dead heaters at the 
finish. As to the IIo|ieful Dutchman. It is better to 
give the story as told by a man who liet on him and 
wlto saw the race: 

“The summer of 1884 was beautiful and I had 
taken advantage of the fineness of the weather to 
undertake a walking tour through the counties of 
Surrey and Sussex. On the Thursday before Epsom 
1 accordingly found myself at the quaint little vil- 
lage of Banstead. which, as ever.vliody knows, is 
within an easy walk of the famous Downs. As I 
had covered aliout twenty miles that day I decided 
to put up at tin* old inn. the lH*st the plnce could 
iKiast of. When I entered the bar parlor of this inn 
a small group of men were huddled together talking, 
and they lowered their voices when they saw a stran- 
ger enter. But I speedily discovered that tin* sub- 
ject of their whispered conversation was ’horse’ and 
that they were heatedly discussing the various 
■lianees of Queen Adelaide. St. Gatien. Harvester. St. 
Medaril, Talisman and other Derby cracks. Occa- 
sionally 1 caught tlie name ‘Tlie Duthinan." an ani- 
mal of which I bail not previously heard, spoken of 
in tones so respectful as almost to amount to awe. 
Presently, their glasses lieing empty and no one pro- 
posing to replenish them, they went their several 
ways, and the landlord, a genial, red-faced, big- 
chested man of fifty or thereabout, turned to me, 
‘And what may lie your opinion, sir, of the big 
event?’ be asked me. ‘Most men ’as a fancy for 
the Derby. What do you think Mill win?’ 

“I answered confidently enough that I thought 
Queen Adelaide would just alKiut do the trick and 
that 1 intended to invest a sovereign on her chances. 
‘Don’t you do nothing of tin* kind.’ said tlie big man. 
’I can tell you the winner of this Derby as sure as 
I’m a speaking to you now.’ He dropped ids voice 
and. leaning across tin* counter, whispered: ‘ ’Ave 

you ever ’card tell of the 'Opeful Dutchman?’ Much 
impressed by his mysterious and confidential manner 
I disclaimed all knowledge of any native of Holland, 
hopeful or otherwise, and 1 begged to know to what 
In* alluded. ’The ’Opeful Dutchman.’ said the land- 
lord deliberately, ‘is a ’orse. ami that ’orse is tin* 
sure and certain winner of next Wednesday’s race.’ 

I was staggered by file confidence with which he 
spoke and murmured something to tin* effect that I 
had not heard tin* animal's name mentioned in con- 
nection with tlie great race. ‘No more 'as anybody 
else,’ he replied, ‘savin’ a few of us down ’ere. You 
can get 200 to 1 — aye, 250 to 1, I (lessay — against 
the ’Opeful Dutchman, and as sure as I’m a living 
man it ain’t 5 to 2 against ’im. E’s a ’orse and a 
'alf, that's what ’e is.’ 

“ ‘Has he ever won anything?* I ventured to in- 
quire. ‘Not yet.’ was the answer, ‘cos ’e never 
was properly trained last year and never showed in 
public. E's by Ethus — ’Opeful Duchess, a beauty to 
look at and a demon to go. We know ail about ’im 
down ’ere, ’cos 'e’s trained at Mickelham. a little 
place in the neighlmrhood. One of these coves as was 
in 'ere just now is the bloke wot’s going to ride ’m 
next Wednesday. Now you jusf take a fool's advice 
for once and ’ave a bit on the ’Oiieful Dutchman. 
Outsider and all as ’e is. e’U win the Derby. ’E'll 
make a ’ark out of this Queen Adelaide.’ 

“I thanked him heartily for his information and 
asked ‘hint what he would take to drink, with the 
idea that over a jorum I could loam everything 
alKiut the dark horse. He prattled away aliout all 
the money that could lie made on the race when all 
of a sudden he looked eagerly at me. saying: ‘Look 
’ere. what time does it generally take to run the 
Derby mile and a ’alf in?' I said that I did not 
rememlsT the exact record figures offhand hut that 
St. Blaise won the year previous In 2:485. ‘That’s 
just it!' he cried with rising enthusiasm. ‘Well, our 
’orse ’as done the distance in two minutes and forty 
seconds: ’ow’s that? Isn’t that just aliout good 
enough?’ it certainly was. for 1 knew that a three- 
year-old callable of doing the twelve furlongs in two 
minutes forty seconds must indeed tie a good horse. 

" ‘They'd nothing to try ’Im with.’ added the 
landlord, ‘so they put ’im ag’ln' the clock. ’E did 
tlie journey in 2:391, to Ik* exact. I was there and 
saw it done. We’ro all ’aving our little lilt on tlie 
’Gpeful Dutchman, and we’ve laid in a stock of fire- 
works and illuminations to celebrate the nag’s vic- 
tory. Pome over ’ere on Derby night and you'll find 
this ’ere village given over to isipular rejoicing. 
’Ere’s to the ’orse’s ’ealth.’ 

“I drank to the success of the son of Etluts very 
heartily, and my conversation with the enthusiast 
being interrupted by some customers who came iti I 
sat in my corner chewing the cud of reflection 
and speculating as to how I could best disisise of 
the two or three hundred pounds which tin* colt’s 
victory would bring me. I had an excellent stip|ier 
and went to heil at ten o’clock to dream that 1 had 
myself steered the Dutchman first past the post, 
amid the wild acclamations of the astounded crowd. 

“Well, tin* great day came around. I Itad related 
the incident to my father, who. thougli he was op- 
l>osed to gamtiling, was not proof against this chance 
of securing a small fortune at a trifling risk. We 
took $10,000 to $.*,o almut the Hopeful Dutchman. 

“The morning of tin* race you could get all sorts 
of fancy prices aliout the colt, but tilings changed 
when lie was seen in tin* paddock, and of course I 
figured among an anxious throng who wanted to gel 
a look at him. In appearanee he was a big. leather 
ing. hunterlike horse and looked ns if he might 
cover the ground in acres. Standing well over seven- 
teen hands ami having some good points liesides In* 
cut quite a figure ns he paraded around the pad 
dock. instead of being treated with contempt by 
those who seemed to know they turned away with 
puzzled looks on their faces after sizing him up. 
Some of those who laid all sorts of money against 
him nearly died of heart failure. The prices short 
eucd aliout him like a shot and it was only by a 



miracle that he did not go to the post a hot favorite. 
Nolsnlv could blame me for at that moment figuring 
what a time I was going to have spending the $.1,000 
which I considered then and there was as good as 
mine. 1 nearly forgot to mention that the Mickelham 
candidate was down on the card as W. M. Holloway’s 
The Hopeful Dutchman, bay colt, by Ethus — Hopeful 
Duchess: jockey, G. Marks, a lad entirely unknown 
to fame: colors, white jacket, black sleeves and cap. 
Neither could anybody Icaru the name of his trainer. 

“At the post there was some little delay, hut 
after they broke away Tip* Hopeful Dutchman fell 
behind at every stride and raced up the hill bringing 
up the rear. Gradually they left him. of course, and 
sailing down by tlie Bushes he was 200 yards behind. 
The farther they went the farther he fell to the 
rear, and as St. Gatien and Harvester flew by the 
judges’ Ik ix neck and neck The Hopeful had just 
readied Tattenham Corner. He was never destined 
to finish, for the crowd pouring out on the green- 
sward from either side of the rails closed in upon 
him and be tiad to pull up and walk back to the 
enclosure. Never was there a greater imposture or 
a more ignominious exhibition. He could not beat 
a selling plater. 

“Aliout a week after the race I again found my 
way to Banstead and dropped in at the inn to hear 
what the landlord had to say almut his tip. I found 
him considerably crestfallen and there was indeed a 
subdued air about the village. When 1 asked the 
landlord aliout the display made by the Dutchman: 
‘We were all fair took in.’ he said, ‘and we ilropiieil 
a pot of money. I don't mind telling you. sir, ’ow 
it was. The Derby distance is a mile and a ’alf. 
isn’t it?’ I answered in tlie affirmative. ‘Well. sir. 
believe me or believe me not. they tried that ’orse 
over what they tiKik to be a mile and a ’alf course; 
but they’d made a blunder some’ow. and it were 
only a mile and a quarter. ’Ence the fast time.’ ” 

The historic Running Rein ringer case occurred in 
1.844, when a horse of that name was first past the 
IKist. Subsequent investigation proved the horse was 
a four-year-old named Maccabeus, h.v Gladiator, and 
he was disqualified and the race awarded to Colonel 
I’eel’s Orlando, by Touchstone. Ever and al- 
ways. of course, the Jockey Club keeps a sharp look- 
out for ringers and other fake entries: hut when an 
owner elects to pay the regular subscription price of 
$250 and bring the horse to tlie post in the usual 
way, they cannot very well prevent a joker from 
having his hit of fun* if he should care to lose the 
money. It is not as easy to ring in a horse nowa- 
days As it was in 1844. More publicity is given to 
the work of the candidates of later years, and it is 
rare to find one that has not been seen in public 
before it runs at Epsom.

Copper King Credited with Cleaning Up $180,000 in 
Wagers When His Colt Won Futurity of 1896. 



Every once in a while newspaper correspondents 
at various racing centers send out information of a 
lietting coup alleged to have been made on this or 
that horse. In former days, operations of the sort 
referred to would hardly have been dignified by the 
employment of the term coup. The latter-day 
“coup” is a puny affair when compared with some 
of the gigantic operations of the past. Marcus Daly 
figured in one of the greatest * ’clean-ups” on any 
traek when he won tlie Futurity with Ogden. John 
S. Campbell, who previously had been trainer for 
the Beverwyck Stable, A. F. Walcott and Hankins 
& Johnson, engineered it. 

In 189,1-96, Campbell wintered a portion of the 
Daly stable in Montana at the Anaconda race track, 
where at times it was thirty and forty degrees lie- 
low zero, but a dry, bracing climate, and the colts 
and fillies became enured to the arctic-like tempera- 
ture. 

Among the yearlings was an imported eolt. Ogden, 
that in his trials was so slow that his trainer tried 
to sell him for $2.10. without success. By tlie next 
May, however, this two-year-old had come on at a 
great rate, and Campbell sent word to Marcus Daly 
that they had a youngster above the average in the 
iuqiorted colt. At tlie June meeting in Butte. Ogden 
made his debut, running second to a stable com- 
panion. .Iiiu Blackburn. Two other times, once at 
Butte and once at Anaconda, he repeated this per- 
formance. Tills was to save penalties for the Fu- 
turity, for which trainer Campbell and owner Daly 
already were planning the biggest coup of the cen- 
tury with Ogden. 

Ogden then was entered in a race at Anaconda 
against tin* two fastest matured horses in the north- 
west at five furlongs, they to concede the two-year- 
old tin* scale weight. Ogden beat them both. In ! 

the middle of July Ogden was sent front Montana to 
Saratoga. Campbell preferring to give him his work 
for tin* Futurity at the Spa. There was no racing 
that summer (1896) at Saratoga, and the track was ’ 
virtually deserted, which gave Campbell the oppor- 
tunity to work the eolt almost without observation, 
and after resting the youngster after his 2..100-mile 1 
trip, he sent him along in earnest. In spite of the I 
slim possibility of any “Peeping Toms” getting on I 
to Ogden’s work, Cainplii 11 was cautious about his ( 
trials, which took place in tin* early morning and 
late evening. I 

Thri*e days before the Futurity. Ogden was still 
at Saratoga. That morning at 4 o'clock was set for 
a last trial of the eolt. and Campbell and jockey 
“Doc” Ttilierville. who was to ride Ogden in the . 
Futurity, were at the track before daybreak. Madge j 
I)., a three-year-old of proven speed, was selected | 
as Ogden's companion in the trial, and she carried 
110 pounds, while tlie two-year-old carried 12.1. Tlie 
pair were started in tlie chine, and Madge D. took 
the lead for the first quarter in 231 seconds. But | 
Ogden was lap|>ed on iiis older antagonist, and at 
the half, run iu 47«, showed half a length in front. ! 
The rest of tlie way Ogden held the three-year-old J 
safe and won the trial liy two lengths in 1:13} for 
tlie six furlongs. No one hut the stable people and ' 
bluff old Duckett, tlie track superintendent, saw tin* 
trial, and all hands were much impressed. 

Ogden anil his stable companions were shipped 
south that day and joined tin* rest of Daly's horses 
at Shcepshead Bay, where Matt Byrnes was in 
charge. The latter had Scottish Chieftain in the 
Futurity, with tin* crack jockey, Fred Taral, up. 
and when he saw Ogden, which was rather under- 
sized. chaffed Campbell a good hit alKiut his little 
tirown “broncho.” 

But when Campbell pinned him down to a bet of 
a suit of clothes that his “broncho” would come in 
ahead of Scottish Chieftain, tin* man who had trained 
three Suburban winners, began to think Campbell 
had something “on” him. After the race lie was 
sure of It. Such a crowd was at Shcepshead Bay 
on tin* day of the Futurity tliut it was a matter of 
difficulty to get inside the lietting ring, except at 
intervals on the track side of the enclosure. So 
when Marcus Daly’s commissioners. John E. McDon- 
ald and two others, started in with $19,000 each to 
back Ogden, they laid trouble from tin* outset. 

Ornament (T. Sloan) was favorite at 2 to 1. with 
Keene’s Rhodesia (Simms) rated as second choice 
at 4 to 1. Then came the Dalv pair at 8 anil 10, 
with Challenger ( Hogget t). Rodcrniond (J. Ililli. 
Box (W. Martin). Bustron (Clayton). Danmurc (H. 
Griffin). Newsgatherer (Ballard) and others at long 
odds. 

Nailing several layers out of line for moderate 
amounts at 12 and LI to 1 on tin* Daly pair, the 
commissioners hutted their way toward the center 
of tin* ring, where the principal operators were and 
got several thousand dollars on at 19 to 1. In one 
or two cases, where moderate prices were laid oil 
tlie Daly pair for a place, they got 19 to 1 on Ogden 
for tlie place. On down tin* ring, here and there, 
as well as the crowd would let them, hurried the 
Daly commissioners, lietting $.109 here, a $I,imni 
tlii'ic. until s to 1 was tin* best price obtainable. 
They accepted that price, and were taking 7 to 1 
when the cry of “they’re off” stopped further busi 
ness. 

Ornament, the kicker, hail, as usual, raised a 
circus at t lie post, following this colt and that, 
trying to kick them, in spite of all Ids jockey. Toil 
Sloan, could do. Twice he missed Ogden by a small 
margin and ’^iiherville was kept busier watching the 
vicious chestnut titan the starter. When they did 
get off, it was Ornament and Ogden all the way. 
the Daly "copiier. silver sleeves and green cap” and 
tin* brown cult from Montana drawing away from 
his lilticgrass-lired antagonist in the Iasi furlong, 
and winning by a length and a half in 1:19. a new 
record for the old Futurity course. 

Rodcrniond was a close third and Rhodesia fourth. 
By mistake of the judges, tlie number of Scottish 
Chieftain was first hung up us the winner. And 
trainer Matt Byrnes immediately grabbed his fellow- 
trainer. Campliell, and lifted him in the air. tri- 
umphantly claiming, “me for that suit. Johnny.” 
But when in an instant Scottish Chieftain's number 
was taken down and Ogden’s hoisted in its place, 
the trainer of Pontiac. Salvator and Montana dropped 
Campliell like a hot potato antid roars of laughter 
from tlie bystanders. 

Daly’s commissioners were not able, owing to the 
crowd, to get down all of the $30,000 they had 
planned to liet. But Jointly they placed enough of 
the big wager to win $180.09o. They were sevcj-ai 
days collect lug the money and some of the layers 
were badly cramped to make good. 

Ogden’s victory was worth $44,999. the value of 
the first money in the Futurity to his owner, besides 
the lietting proceeds of $189,000. This was probably 
the heaviest betting coup ever made liy an American 
turfman on a home track- -and had Mr. Daly’s com- 
missioners been aide to get all his money down, tin* 
coup would have amounted to dose to a quarter of 
a million. But the wagers ami value of tin* purse 
amounted jointly to $224,909 a wonderful showing 
for a little brown eolt that less than a year before 
would have lieen considered well sold at $2.19. 
Jockey Tula rville received a $.1,999 fee and Marcus 
Dalv trealeO all his employes with princely liber- 
ality.
